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BRUTALITY. TO SEAMEN. 


The revelations that have been made 
ina San Franciscocourt during the trial 
‘of the captain end the first and second 
mates of the ship Gatherer” are near- 
ly horrifying and quite sickening. It 
is no wonder that ships in that port 
find it difficult to obtain a crew while 
such cruelty as that exposed in this 
trial is allowed to be repeated over and 
again, and the perpetrators permit- 
ted to go unwhipped of justice. 
Pour Jack is placed between two fires. 
He has no rights at sea that the man- 
giest cur of the meanest captain would 
be bound to respect. If insults and 
abuse are piled upon him untii his 
manhood revolts, and he dare defend 
his simple rights as a humau 
being by striking a brutal officer 
in defense of that manhood which 
he cannot ‘suppress, he is at once 
placed in irons in the “lazarete,’”’ 
among filth and vermin, and a charge 
of “mutiny upon the high seas is 
registered against his name in the 
ship’s log. In marine courts this 
charge is a very serious one, and un- 
less there are extenuating circumstan- 
ces connected with the alleged crime, 
there is seldom a mitigation of the 
sentence which the law imposes upon 
mutineers. The ship’s leg may lie, 
but the Captain and his mates swear 
to its truth, and poor Jack is punished 
for an act which in most cases should 
be rewarded. He is well aware that 
the odds are against him, and that he 
is at the mercy of officers who may be 
as brutal as they please. They may 
spit their venomous spleen upon him, 
and devise the moet fiendish tricks to 
torture him, and he must endure it— 
the ship’s articles say he must. He 
has no redress, and it is seldom that a 
brutal captain or officer is punished 
unless death results. The“ Gatherer” 
crowd seem to heve been particularly 
fiendish and ingenious in devising 
means for torturing the men, nearly 
every one of whom was maimed or 
crippled in some manner; one having 
had his eyes kicked out, and another 
made a driveling idiot by the torture 
inflictéd upon him. If the miscreants 
are not thoroughly well punished for 
their infamies it will be a lasting dis- 

grace to the port of San Francisco.

EASTERN. 
A $5,000,000 Swindle. 

Boston, April 10. 

The Journal says: The outlines of 
an extensive swindle in the China trade 
reached Boston this mornidg, and the 
indicatigns are that a gigantic fraud is 
about to be exposed. The house of 
Vogel & Co., of Hongkong, did a 
large business in hemp, silk and other 
goods between China and America and 
Europe, Very recently English and 
French consignees of the firm received 
several cargoes of cheap, fourth-rate 


silks in the place of first-class goods, 
which had been ordered and paid for. 

Hardly had the investigation been 
begun when the arrival of the ship 
Richard Robinson in New York on 
Saturday with a carge from the 
same house exposed an extensive fraud 
of the same nature. Several New York 
and Boston firms received consiga- 
ments of hemp, as they supposed, by 
the vessel. They had sent letters of 
credit and bad purchased through 
banking houses, as is customary, a 
large quantity of hemp, worth nearly 
$30 per bale. On opening the cargo it 
was fodud to consist mostly of Canton 
matter worth less than $5 a bale. 
Meantime steps to apprehend thehead 
of the house at Hongkong by means 
of cable orders to arrest him resulted 
in the receipt of a dispatch saying he 
had sailed on the last steamer, prob- 

ably for France. Detectives in the 
latter country endeavored to find 
him at the time he was expected to 
arrive; but he has been traced, it is 
said, to Italy. His capture is des- 
paired ot, although pursuit is being 
made as rapidly as possible. The silk 
shipped to Europe by Vogel & Co. is 
worth not much more than ten dollars 
per bale. It was paid for at the rate 
of nearly three hundred dollars. The 
losses to the consignees’of the concern 
thus far reported amount to five mil- 
lion dollars. One Boston firm re- 
ceived seven thousand bales of so- 
called hemp by the Richard Robin- 
son, and it was worth about one-sixth 
the amount paid. A thorough inves- 
tigation of the affair is being made and 
a more definite statement will soon be 
ready. 


Arthur Criticised. | 
New York, April 10.. 

The Tribune, reviewing the veto, 
says: It is a slow process convincing 
epponents of this bill that there is no 
greater principle at stake in the ques- 
tion than that of immigration. It was 
admitted by President Hayes in his 
veto of the 15-passenger bill. It was 
enforced upon the appointment of the 
commission te negotiate a new treaty 
for the express purpose of limiting 
immigration. It was ‘embodied in 
the law of the land by the treaty 
concluded November 17, 1880; rat 
ified May 19, 1881, and prociaimed 
October 5, 1881. Yet Mr. Arthur, in 
his veto message, argued the question 
of Chinese immigration de novo, as it 
it were an entirely novel proposition.

How the Old Comstock Sports ‘were 
Wiped Out. 


en the Comstock in the flush days, 
when affrays between desperadoes were 
of almost daily occurrence. Perhaps 
the following chapter of murders from 
the Eureka Sentinel will recall scenes 
and incidents now lying dormant in 
their memories: Billy Brown was not 
killed in Put Robson’s saloon, but in 
Ham Light's saloon, C street, Virginia 
City. He was killed by Jack Wil- 
liams, who shot him acress the billiard 
table. Sam Brown, ~who was shot to 
pieces by Van Sickle, in Carson-Val- 
ley, with a double-barreled shotgun, 
was the notorieus rough who, in Geo 
Shaw's saloon, ran his knife through a 
man, turned it rourd in him several 
times, and then lay down on the bil- 
liard table and went quietly to sleep. 
Jack Williams was a private watch- 
man in Virginia City, a friend of Tom 
Reeder, instead of McGumber, no 
such person as the latter being known 
on the Comstock. McGee and Gum- 
bert shot Reeder on street, at noon, 
with a double-barreled shotgun. Jack 


Williams was killed in Pat. Lynch’s 


saloon in Virginia City, but not by 
Dave McGee. He was killed by Geo. 
Gumbert and Joe McGee. They shot 
him through the back with a shotgun 
as he sat by a table playing monte. 
It was Three-Fingered Jack, Johnny 
Daly and Vance (who was afterwards 
killed in Austin), and not Al. Water- 
man, Johnny Daly and Jack Harris, 
who threw dice to see who should kill 
Joe McGee. They were all together, 
but it is thought that Three-Fingered 
Jack shot him through the window of 
the St. Nicholas saloon on the corner 
opposite the Ormsby house—on the 
anniversary of his killing Jack Wil- 
liams. Al. Waterman was killed in 
the Delta (not the Apollo) saloon by 
Goodman.

Cleansing Fruit Boxes. 
The commission merchants and fruit 
dealers in San Francisco are consider- 
ing the feasibility of disinfecting 
empty fruit packages before they are 
returned to the country producer. 
Various plans have been discussed, 
and the most economical one for the 
fruit growers will be adopted. This 
movement on the part of the dealers 
is for the purpose of preventing the 
spread of the coddling moth and scale 
insects which have become such a 
pest to orchardists and gardeners. It 
is proposed to disinfect all return 
packayes at a nominal cost—say one 
cent each. As it will be for the bene- 
fit of both producer and consumer, 
they will no doubt work in harmony 
for the furtherance of the project.

Jute Culture. 

Immense quantities of jute fiber in 
various forms are consumed on this 
coast in sacking material hundreds 
of thousands of wheat sacks, to say 
nothing of wool, ore, potato and sand 
sacks, besides. burlaps and matting. 
All our supplies ef this fiber come 
from India and China, and are a great 
drain upon the coast from a financial 
point of view. The climate in these 
valleys is well adapted to the raising 
of jute, and there are, no doubt, many 
tracts of land which are particularly 
fitted for it. As the culture and pre- 
paration of the fiber is simple and in- 
expensive, comparatively, and the 
market price always good, it will in 


rge ithe near future become a feature in 


Pacific coast farm products. Expen- 
sive machinery has been put up in the 
prison at San Quentin for the manu- 
facture of sacking of all kifids, and 
with the view of inducing farmers to 
experiment in the cultivation of the 
raw. material a quantity of jute seed 
has been obtained by the authorities 
for distribution. Responsible farmers 
who desire to sow some of the seed 
will be supplied by applying to War- 
den Ames of the San Quentin Prison, 
California. Persons receiving the seed 
are expected to be willing to experi- 
ment with it, and assist in the estab- 
lishment of a great industry. Experi- 
ments have already demonstrated that 
this coast can raise jute to perfection.

A Large Contract. 

In a short time we will see long 
trains of cars running through Reno 
from Eureka loaded with pig lead, a 
contract having been recently let to 
transport 70,000 tons to New York. 
Allowing ten tons to the car, and 
supposing ‘the whole quantity were 
carried at one trip, it would require 
7,000 cars, and make a train about 42 
miles in length. The route over which 
this immense amount of lead will be 
carried is from Eureka via the Central 
Pacific to San Francisco; thence by 
the Texas and New Orleans to New 
Orleans, and from New Orleans by the 
Morgan Steamship Live.

Educating Brakemen. 
Railroad brakemen lead a hard and 
dangerous life, at best, and their aver- 
age existence is shorter than that of 


men engaged in any other employ- 
ment, As we see them trotting along 
back and forth on the roofs of cars in 
motion, we cease to wonder at the 


many accidents occurring. These in- 
dispensable attendants upon a train of 
cars are about to have some attention 
paid them in the East, in the ho 
that by familiarizing them with the 
action of air-brakes many accidents, 
due to ignerance of its working, may 
be-averted. The Erie Railroad Com- 
pany is fitting up a long building 
with an ingenious apparatus, with 
which their brakemen will be taught 
the management of the air-brake. The 
instruction is afforded by a set of air 
pipes equal in length fo what is re- 
quired for a, passenger train of 12 cars. 
This is laid at a height of about six 
inches from the floor, and three air- 
brake cylinders are connected with the 
pipes. The air-pump is fastened 
against the wall, and is operated by 
steam, which is carried through a pipe 
from a locomotive in the round house. 
The model is perfect in all points, and 
its wotkings can be illustrated as 
clearly as if the brakes were attached 
to a train. : 


An Old Thief-Catcher Robbed.
